TRAVELERS returning from Japan do not help us much to understand 
the sources of the wonderful vitality and dynamic qualities which have 
suddenly thrust the isle of Nippon into the face of the world like a new- 
born empire rising out of the sea. One writer tells us that * graft” is un- 
known in the mikado’s realm; that in the present war probably not a hun- 
dred 


follars has gone astray by any act of dishonesty. He says he did 


not hear of one dishonest Jap while he was in the country. This singular 
uprightness of the people is ascribed to Shintoism, the national religion, the 
chief duty it inculcates being to so live that ancestors shall not be ashamed 
of their descendants. To Christian folks that seems a very inadequate 
rule of living. To the yankee way of looking at things, if a person is not 
shamed by the live folks he sees every day, he isn’t losing sleep over what 
the people out in the cemeteries may think of his conduct. But if the rule 
works in Japan there is no gainsaying it, and the result is magnificent. 
Another traveler, however, tells of another side of Jap character which 
puzzles us. The land of the rising sun, he tells us, is the land of divorce. 
He saw a man of forty who was living with his thirty-sixth wife. His 
sister didn’t like the thirty-five brides that went before, and they were in- 
vited to clear out almost as soon as they came.
